DAY BY DAY WITH 
GOVERNOR PATTERSON 


I heard President Hoover's Cleve­ 
land address over the radio, and then 
read it carefully in yesterday morn­ 
ing’s paper. 
As a whole it was a message of 
hope to the American people. 
Pessi­ 
mism came in for a full shan of crit­ 
icism, and compliments were shower­ 
ed on the hankers that issued from 
the presidential mouth as “thick as 
leaves of Vallombrosa.” 
All this was well intended, and in 
some part at least well deserved, so 
far as our bankers are concerned, hut 
the speech left much to be desired in 
the way of concrete suggestion, 
and 
specific remedies to be applied to pre­ 
vent the recurrence of such economic 
catastrophes 
as occurred i n 
Wall 
Street, cited by Mr. Hoover in his ad­ 
dress as one of the chief causes of the 
present economic depresson. 
To this and over-production he a t­ 
tributes in great part our 
economic 
ills. 
There is nothing new in these 
suggestions. 
They have often been 
stated by others, and they constitute 
only symptoms, to which the presi­ 
dent has alone adverted, not under­ 
taking to discover the cause or causes 
of these manifestations and prescrib­ 
ing a means of cure. 
When the president speaks of over 
I reduction as affecting national pros­ 
perity, he might as well have attrib­ 
uted it to under-consumption, for the 
two things are closely 
related 
and 
identical in effect. 
If the output of fields and factories 
were bought up, used and consumed 
by the people, there would be no such 
thing as over-production. 
In 
other 
marily not one of 
over production, 
always under-consumption, and if we 
could discover why there is 
under­ 
consumption on the part of the people 


we could better arrive at the heart oft 
the problem. 
These very obvious statements are 
made to show that in a process 
of 
logical reasoning the question is pri-. 
marily not one of 
ove-rproduction, 
but the one of diminished consuming 
power of our people, which is unabie 
to absorb the production. 
Without intending to be over-crit­ 
ical, if over-production is the 
main 
cause of buainses depression, 
why 
does not the president call a halt to 
the increasing output of goods that 
are not consumed? 
But instead 
of 
this, he repeats the shibboleth so dear 
to the heart of men in power, that we j 
must go forward and take the fullest 
advantage of our new inventions and 
discoveries, which can only mean that 
we must go on producing to our full­ 
est capacity. 
In speaking of the capacity and ac­ 
complishments of American business, 
the president made this remarkable 
statement: 
“We have largely solved the prob­ 
lem of how to secure the consumption 
of the gigantic 
increase 
of 
goods 
through that multiplication 
of 
per 
capita production by the application 
of science and the use of labor saving 
devices.” 
If this is true, then what is 
our 
trouble 
Is it not because it is not 
tiue that we have largely solved this 
problem of absorbing the gigantic in­ 
crease of goods of which the president 
speaks, that we are now in economic 
trouble up to our necks and which has 
prompted the president’s tour and hi< 
speech at Cleveland ? 
The manufacturers who have large 
stocks on their hands, and the cotton 
and wheat 
farm ers who have 
no 
market for their 
surplus will 
not 
agree with this statement 
>f 
Mr. 
Hoover, for if the fact is as he states 
it, they would not be in the difficul­ 
ties they are now. 
There is another statement made 
by the president which deserves con­ 
sideration. 
He said: 
“We consume an average of 90 pei 
cent ot our own production of com- 
mcdities. 
If, for example, we assume 
a restored normal home cons imption, 
and held even our present 
reduced 
basis -f exports, we should be upon 
a 97 per cent 
of normal 
business 
baa is.” 
This is all very true and it is also 
very contradictory of the other state­ 
ment above quoted, that we had large­ 
ly solved the problem of absorbing the 
gigantic increase of production. 
Our economic depression, 
if 
the 
second statement ia accepted, is one1 
ot under-consumption and reduced ex­ 
ports, which, I think, states the case* 
with reasonable accuracy. 
Why, then, is this under-consump­ 
tion? 
Manifestly because the people 
cannot buy. 
This has come about through un­ 
employment, and because the buying 
power of the home consumers has al­ 
so been reduced by the exactions of 
tariff, which has increased prices, and 
because 
the 
farmers’ 
productions 
, have not been absorbed, leaving them 
no margin of profit on their crops. 
Our export trade has fallen on ac­ 
count of the same tariff, and when we 
treat of this we are getting pretty 
close to one of the major troubles in­ 
flicting the 
people. 
Unemployment 
follows as one of the consequences of 
this depression. 
The two remedies to be applied are 
therefore to prevent wild speculation- 
and manipulations of the stock m ar­ 
ket, one of the causes mentioned by 
Mr. Hoover for our economic plight, 
and to increase tin* buying power of 
the people, as he says there should be 
no slack in American standards 
of 
living. 
The president offered no plan of n - 
lief, but left the whole problem up so 
the air.. His speech seems to have been 
well received by his audience, but it 
will not likely go down in history a- 
a great state paper. 
Squeeze out of 
it the proverbial 
presidential 
opti­ 
mism, and remove the flowers pre­ 
sented his audience, and not much is 
left.—Commercial Ap|>eal.

The association estimated the per 
capita consumption of beer at a little 
over one-fourth the pre-war figure, 
with wine consumption nearly doub­ 
led and use of spirits about one-tenth 
higher than before prohibition.
